GERMAN COPYRIGHT IN MUSIC. 


THERE has been for some time considerable 
dissatisfaction in Germany respecting the laws 
of the Empire regulating authors’ rights in mu- 
sical compositions. In view of a forthcoming 
revision of the German laws on copyright Rich- 
ard Strauss, the well-known composer, issued 
an appeal to his fellow-composers in Germany, 
with a view to promote their common interests. 
The appeal was generally answered, and a 
meeting of composers was held in Leipzig at 
the end of September. 

One of the first questions discussed at this 
gathering was the clause of the law of June rt, 
1870, limiting the rights of the author in all 
literary or intellectual productions to thirty 


‘years after the death of the author. Accord- 


ing to this clause, for example, ‘‘ Parsifal,” 
contrary ‘to the express wish of its author, 
will in about fifteen years become the common 
property of publishers and theatrical managers. 
This question respecting the length of the 
copyright concerns primarily the composers ; 
but at a meeting at Mainz, in which the forma- 
tion of an Authors’ Union was suggested, Dr. 
von Hase, a member of the firm of Breitkopf & 
Hartel, and president of the Society of German 
Music Dealers, proposed a union of the two 
societies, namely, that of German composers 
and that of the German music trade, the special 
object of the union being to combine the efforts 
of both parties to procure the passing of a law 
by which composers whose works are destined 
exclusively for concert-rooms should be as- 


_ sured of such royalties as are derived by the 


composers of works destined for the theatre. 
Dr. von Hase has drawn up a series of propo- 
sitions for the guidance of those who desire 
the establishment of such a society for the 
regulation of performing rights. He points 
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out that the right of publicly performing a mu- 
sical work belongs exclusively to the author 
and his assigns, and that an unconditional 
transfer of the author’s rights to a publisher 
includes the right of public performance. The 
exercise of this right in Germany has been 
usually limited to a requirement that the ma- 
terial supplied by the author or his assigns be 


employed. The trouble began with clause 50 
of the Imperial law: ‘‘ Musical works which 
are published in print can be performed with- 
out the consent of the author, unless he, on 
the title-page or at the head of the work, espe- 
cially reserves the right of public perform- 
ance.” The difference between this clause and 
that respecting dramatic works is clear. The 
latter reads: ‘‘As regards dramatic and dra- 
matical musical work, it is indifferent whether 
the work has been already published in print 
or not.” One of the duties of the society will be 
to procure an assimilation of the two clauses. 
In the United States copyright can be pro- 
cured for the works of foreign composers with- 
out the onerous obligation of having them 
manufactured in this country. Registry of the 
title and the transmission of two copies to the 
Librarian of Congress suffice to ensure protec- 
tion. Notice is often given on the title-page, 
‘‘All rights reserved,” to prevent unauthorized 
performance. In practice there are some dif- 
ferences in the exercise of these rights. They 
are enforced in the case of symphonic works 
and the like, but less strictly in that of minor 
pieces that are likely to become popular outside 
of the concert-room. A public performance of 
such work increases the demand for copies. 





A BOOKSTORE ON A HOUSE-BOAT. 


GEORGE E. WILSON, on September Ig last, 
started out on the oddest of modern explora- 
tions. No jungles had charms for him, the 
north pole did not attract, nor the sources of 
strange rivers entice. In fact, the Illinois and 
Michigan Canal was a noble enough stream for 
him, and the towns along it, and ultimately 
those which line the Mississippi River south to 
New Orleans were to be the scenes of his 
investigations. 

Wilson, according to the Chicago Chronicle, 
started on the day mentioned above, ‘‘ from 
Ashland Avenue and Twenty-second Street 
[Chicago] in his queer craft. He intends to 
make his trip one of profit as well as pleasure. 
A romantic old house-boat, with a picturesque 
dust road and an expanse dedicated to dump 
heaps in the foreground and the turrets of a 
smoky factory looming in the distance, made 
up an interesting picture for the crowd that 
congregated to see him off. 

‘* Wilson came from Cincinnati and estab- 
lished a book business at 312 State Street 
eighteen years ago, During the past four 
years he has oer a branch at 413 Wabash 
Avenue. Recently he decided to close out here 


on 
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and join a colony in Mississippi, in which Dr. 
J. H. Greer and C.S. White, author of Populist 
campaign songs, are leading spirits. 

‘The bookseller conceived the notion of a 
canal-boat trip,and haunted wharves and boat- 
builders until he found a craft which suited his 
purpose and purchased it forthwith. In this 
latter-day ark he hopes to escape the deluge of 
hard times. 

‘‘The boat is 14x 80 feet in dimensions and 
was originally built by the Piper Ice Company, 
but has for four years been used to transport 
grain. Onto it Wilson, like his ancient proto- 
type, moved ‘all his house’ and ‘ every living 
beast’ that he possessed, including some car- 
rier pigeons, which will be released if they 
fail to reach their Ararat, or an accident makes 
it necessary to send for help. In addition, Wil- 
son is taking his stock of 30,000 volumes, with 
which he purposes founding a circulating li- 
brary for the enlightenment of what he con- 
siders an undiscovered country, as far as liter- 
ature is concerned. 

‘‘With the commercial foresight of a busi- 
ness man, Wilson is also taking a number of 
nickel-in-the-slot graphophones and phono- 
graphs, which he expects to sell to merchants 
in the small cities lining the river. 

‘‘ The craft will be towed into the Illinois 
River and float into the Father of Waters. 
Thence he will float down to New Orleans, cross- 
ing Lake Pontchartrain to Mississippi City, if 
the route is open, otherwise being towed 300 
miles around through the Gulf of Mexico. The 
craft will be run ashore and tied wherever 
night overtakes it, pursuing its journey at the 
break of day. The destination will be reached 
about Christmas.” 





THE KING JAMES VERSION OF THE 
BIBLE IN COLOMBIA. 


THE agent of the American Bible Society 
has just secured from the courts of the United 
States of Colombia a decision permitting him 
to continue the sale of the King James version 
of the Bible in that republic. The necessity 
for such a decision came about through an at- 
tempt to show that the colporteurs of the soci- 
ety were violating the law of the land and cor- 
rupting the morals of the inhabitants by offer- 
ing the Bible for sale. 

For years the Bible has been distributed in 
the various parts of Colombia, and even inthe 
capital, Bogota, without let or hindrance, and 
in the department of Santander nearly 2000 
copies have recently been sold. The agent of 
the American Bible Society sent one of 
his most trusted assistants to canvass So- 
corro and the towns and villages adja- 
cent to it. The alcalde seized saddlebags 
and books and declared them confiscated 
and ordered the colporteur to offer no more 
such obscene books for sale in that town. 
After a series of legal and ecclesiastical exam- 
inations an official decision was received from 
the authorities in Bogota that the sale of the 
Bible is not prohibited by the laws of the re- 
public, that the articles of law which the 
Roman Catholic clergy were trying to use gave 
no right to the Church to interfere in the com- 
merce of books not prohibited, and that cen- 
sorship is to be invoked only in the case of 
books for public instruction in Government 
schools,

Davip AMES WELLS, the noted economist, 
died at his home in Norwich, Conn., on the 
5th inst. Mr. Wells was born in Springfield, 
Mass., June 17, 1828. He was graduated at 
Williams College in 1847, and was fora time 
associate editor of 7he Springfield Republican. 
While in that office he first suggested that the 
printed sheets of books and newspapers might 
be folded by machinery; he subsequently 
became associated in the invention of the first 
machine devised for that purpose. The sale 
of his interest in this invention put him in 
position to continue his studies. and he accord- 
ingly entered the Lawrence Scientific School at 
Harvard, where he became a special pupil of 
Agassiz and was graduated in 1852 with the 
first class that completed the course in that 


school. He remained at Harvard as assistant 
professor, and was also lecturer at the 
Lawrence Academy in Groton, Mass. While 


in Cambridge in 1849 he began with George 
Bliss (since a well-known lawyer in New 
York) the publication of the ‘‘ Annual of 
Scientific Discovery,” which he continued until 
1866. In that year he invented an improved 
process for the preparation of textile fabrics. 

In 1857 he became associated with George 
Palmer Putnam asa special partner. He had 
no experience in selling books, but desiring to 
make himself useful as a member of the firm, 
and finding on the books certain uncollected 
accounts, he asked his senior in a general way 
whether it would not be a good thing to collect 
all of the over-due accounts. Mr. Putnam 
naturally replied that it was a very desirable 
thing to do. Thereupon his energetic jur ior 
wrote sharp letters to the delinquents, among 
whom, unforturately, were a number of promi- 
nent people, including some literary men, who, 
although responsible, were not generally 
prompt inthe payment of their accounts, but 


with whom it was, of course, for many 
reasons, desirable to keep on good terms. 
Mr. Putnam was horrified during the next 


few days to receive letters and calls from 
indignant customers, who wanted to know 
why they were thus threatened with the 
terrors of law. Mr. Putnam was able to ap- 
pease many of them with satisfactory explana- 
tions; others, however, could not beso placated 
and withdrew their patronage. According to 
his old friend and partner, John Wiley, that was 
the only occasion on which he ever saw Mr. 
Putnam angry during the whole of their lifelong 
and close acquaintance. During this period 
he compiled several scientific text-books, in- 
cluding ‘‘Science of Common Things,” ‘‘ Ele- 
ments of Natural Philosophy,” ‘‘ Principles 
and Applications of Chemistry,” and ‘‘ First 
Principles of Geology.” In 1858 Mr. Wells re- 
tired from the publishing business. 

In 1864, while living in Troy. N. Y., Mr. 
Wells wrote an essay entitled ‘‘Our Burden 
and Strength,” being a treatise on the resources 
and debt-paying ability of the United States. 
President Lincoln in January, 1865, invited 
Mr. Wells to come to Washington to confer 
with him and Secretary of the Treasury Fes- 
senden on the best methods of dealing, after 
the war, with the debt and burden of taxation 
entailed on the nation by the war. Asa result 
of the conference, a bill was passed by Con- 
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gress in March, 1865, creating a commission 
of three persons to inquire into the subject, 
and Mr. Wells, to his own greatest surprise, 
was made chairman. He devised a system of 
internal revenue taxation that yielded $559,- 
000,000 in one year. At the expiration of his 
term he was reappointed by act of Congress. 
For him the Bureau of Statistics was created 
in 1870. 

In 1869 Mr. Wells declared in print that he 
was no longer a protectionist, but was a free 
trader. In 1867 he drafted a free-trade re- 
vision of the tariff, but though it passed in the 
Senate, it was voted down in the House. In 
1873 he was appointed -by Gov. John T. Hoff- 
man of New York, Chairman of a State com- 
mission to investigate laws relating to local 
taxation. In 1874 he was elected by the 
French Academy to fill the chair made va- 
cant by the death of John Stuart Mill, 
and also received in the same year the de- 
gree of D.C.L. from the university of Oxford. 
Mr. Wells was a member of the Cobden 
Club, an honorary member of the Royal 
Statistical Society of England, president of 
the American Social Science Association, for- 
eign associate member of the Regia Academie 
dei Lincei of Italy, president of the New 
London County (Conn.) Historical Society, 
and president of the American Free Trade 
League. 

In 1879, in connection with the late E. D. 
Morgan and J. Lawber Welsh of Philadelphia, 
he reorganized the New York and Erie Rail- 
road. Inthe same year, with Charles Francis 
Adams of Massachusetts, and John M. Wright 
of Philadelphia, he was a member of the 
Board of Arbitration to which the associated 
railroads referred all disputes. In addition to 
the works already mentioned, Mr. Wells pub- 


_lished in 1875 ‘‘ The Creed of the Free Trad- 


er”’ and ‘‘ The Production and Distribution of 
Wealth’; in 1876, ‘‘ Robinson Crusoe’s Mon- 
ey”; in 1878, ‘‘ Why We Trade, and How We 
Trade’”’ and ‘‘ The Silver Question, or, the Dol- 
lar of the Fathers vs. the Dollar of the Sons”’; 
in 1882, ‘‘Our Mercantile Marine, how it rose, 
increased, became great, declined, and decay- 
ed”’; in 1884, ‘‘ The Primer of Tariff Reform”’; 
in 1886, ‘‘ Principles of Taxation”; in 1887, 
“* A Study of Mexico”; in 1888, ‘‘ A Short and 
Simple Catechism”’ and ‘‘ The Relation of the 
Tariff to Wages’’; in 1889, his best work, ‘‘ Re- 
cent. Economic Changes,” the substance of 
which first appeared as a series of articles in 
the Popular Science Monthly under the title of 
‘‘ Economic Disturbances Since 1873.” Atthe 
present time there is a treatise of his on the 
‘‘ Principles of Taxation ” passing as a serial 
through the pages of Appleton’s Popular 
Science Monthly, the manuscript of which we 
believe was substantially completed at the time 
of his death.

COPYRIGHT MATTERS, 
GILMORE VS. THAYER. 

JupGE LOWELL in the United States Circuit 
Court, Boston, on the 2d inst. overruled the 
defendant’s demurrer in the case of Laura Gil- 
more vs. Rebecca Thayer, executrix of the will 
of W. M. Thayer. Mrs. Gilmore brought suit 
against Mrs. Thayer to decide whether a bill 
in equity brought to stop infringement of a 
copyright abates with the death of the defend- 
ant or whether it may be revived and prose- 
cuted against his legal representatives. The 
question was raised by a demurrer filed by the 
defendant inthe present case, which is a bill of 
reviver brought to legally resurrect against the 
legal representatives of W. M. Thayer a bill 
in equity which his plaintiff brought against 
him in his lifetime for his alleged infringement 
of her copyright upon a life of Piesident Gar- 
field. The defendant contends that that bill 
was finally abated by the death of her testator 
and cannot be revived. The court overrules 
the demurrer.
